meres with China, and that Goneral Crespo, who 
was.already said to boon his way to Chins, had 
been eatrysted with that’ important mission, 
conte upsrary also ‘informed his 
roaders that Bouea, Consul for Venezeotn 
at Hongkong, had bean ordered to join Genoral 
Créspo’s maiseion: A few days after this nows 
was published, the ¥. C. Daily Newa announced 
Mr. Souza's arrival bere; and so confirmed 
the news that had béen proviously published 
by the Mercury, Shortiy after Mr. Sonza’a 
arrival the Echo-.de Shanghai said that it 
had bean infotmed that Gonoral Crospo was 
in Japan, ea route for Skaughei, that ho had 
heen reooivod in apocial andioneos by the Mikado; 
also that the General was oxpeaoted to leave 
Yokohama by tho. first Japaneses mail stosmar, 
leaving for our port. The naws was no donkt 
of little intorest to tho majority ‘of the. com- 
munity of Shanghai, ‘Very tow, resume, took 
any notice of it, and it, is porhapa alroady 
forgotten; bat ay [am a citizen of Venezuela, 
and the nama of ona of tha greatest living 
men of that country, who only a .vary short, 
time ago left the high position of President 
of. the Union, had ‘been associated with 
tho information published by your local con- 
temporaries, I folt naturally very muoh intoras, 
tad in tho affair..
